Many Hundred Children and Adults 
Ar e Taking Advantage of New 
Sport Facilities 


With a constantly increasing flow, 
the left hand drift from the west side 
tunnel in Sierra Madre canyon is be¬ 
ing driven into the rock. 

The tunnel is now yielding 16 inches 
of gravity water, whereas in former 
years it yielded so little that it did not 
justify cleaning out accumulated dirt. 
The cost of th e increased flow so far 
has been about $100 an inch. The 
value of gravity water in Southern 
California is rated as high as $5000 
an inch. The deepening of the tunnel 
is thus seen to be a highly profitable 
investment for the city. 

Under direction of Water Superin¬ 
tendent Tom Henderson, the tunnel 
work is being continued by Foreman 
Garcia. The first drift which was run 
from the right hand wall of the tunnel 
continues to bring a good flow of wa¬ 
ter. This bubbles up rom the floor of 
the tunnel as if under pressure. The 
formation of the floor and walls indi¬ 
cates that this water is the under¬ 
ground flow coming from immediately 
beneath the bed of the canyo n. ___ 

Th e new drift to the left where the 
work is now in progress, has penetrat¬ 
ed successive vertical strata of rock 
clay, and then more rock. The men 
are now drilling in granite. The rock 
is full of seams and from every seam 
the water (Iowa in little spurts. This 
water has evidently been flowing past 
alj the tunnels and wells and has been 
completely lost so far as Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was concerned. Some pf it may 
have found its way into wells further 
down the canyon or wash. But there 
it had to be pumped at considerable 
expense. So long as the flow contin¬ 
ues to increase, it would appear sound 


| business policy for the city to con¬ 
tinue the tunnel work. 

Just how the tunnel flow will hold 
up after a long period remains to be 
determined. It has been the usual ex¬ 
perience that a new underground 
stream diminishes somewhat after the 
pressure of impounded water has been 
relieved by continued flow. However, 
there can be no question that a very 
substantial addition has been made to 
the city’s gravity water supply. 

There is no likelihood of a break¬ 
down crippling the water supply now, 
so far as the pumping plant is con¬ 
cerned. Both the No. 1 and the No. 2 
wells are now in order, with pumps 
hooked up for instant use. In case 
one pump is disabled the other can be 
started at once by throwing a couple 
of switches. Ther e is abundance of 
water in the wells and ample pump 
capacity for summer needs. 

From the wells the water is pumped 
directly into the 700,000 stetling 
basin. The sand and gravel which 
was formerly pumped directly into 
the mains is eliminated. By means 
of the booster pump the water 
is then put into the mains and forced 
up to the distributing reservoirs. The 
elimination of sand and gravel is 
shown by the total cessation of 
clogged meters which were formerly 
the bane of the water staff. 

The only handicap to complete safe¬ 
ty, according to Superintendent Hen¬ 
derson, is the lack of storage facilities. 
The reservoir capacity is not sufficient 
to tid e the city over in case of a 
breakdown in the booster equipment 
or mains leading to the reservoirs. 
Some place and means will have to be 
found sooner or later for a larger 
storage reservoir.

SUMMER CAMPER HAS 

HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY 

Going on a vacation ? Then be on 
your guard when in the woods, for the 
fire demon is liable to go on the ram¬ 
page any minute. Favorable weather 
conditions have kept the fire toll at a 
comparatively low figure this season, 
but with the long warm summer days 
and the heavy vacation travel to the 
mountains the danger is increasing 
daily. 

Already this year 133 fires which 
burned over 11,000 acres have occurred 
within and adjacent to the National 
Forests of California, reports the 
United States Forest Service. Over 
70 per cent of these were set through 
human carelessness—an exceptionally 
high record, forest experts say, for so 
early in th e season. Twenty-three peo¬ 
ple have faced the Judge this year for 
setting fires or leaving them unextin¬ 
guished, and 22 convictions have been 
secured. In th e National Forests the 
fire protective force has been in¬ 
creased by 400 patrolmen, and over 
100 lookout points have been manned 
by observers, who ar e on duty from 
daylight to dark to watch for fire 
smoke. 

“Help us save the forests from de¬ 
struction by fire,” is the plea of the 
National Forest Ranger to every va- 
cationist who loves th e trees and the 
mountains. "Don’t build a fire in a 
Nationul Forest unless you have a 
camping permit, and be sure to put it | 
out before you leave it. Be careful 
with your lighted matches and cigar¬ 
ettes. Make ‘Care with Fire’ your 
watchword while in the mountains.”

City Planning Goes Deep 

Just as Sierra Madre seems about 
to embark on a great development 
era, the adoption of the zoning ordin¬ 
ance serves to focus attention upon 
the general subject of city planning. 
The agitation in connection with the 
zone ordinance had far broader im¬ 
portance than any particular phases 
which seemed to afford grounds for 
disagreement. The community has 
benefited greatly by the very wide 
hearing given such men as Mr. Wliit- 
nall, Mr. Grassie and Mr. French. 
Some of the important aspects of the 
city planning idea are thus expressed 
by Chairman Wadsworth of the I’usa- 
dent city commission: 

City Plan simply means getting 
ready for the future in city growth. 
It is the guidance into proper chan¬ 
nels of a community’s impulses toward 
a larger and broader life. On the 
face it has to do with the necessary 
physical development; laying out 
trees, parks, transportation and build¬ 
ings, but it ulso has a significance 
far deeper. A proper City Plan has a 
powerful influence for good upon the 
mental and moral development of 
the people. It is the firm basis for the 
building of a healthy and happy corn-

A recent investigation as to the 
origin of one hundred leading execu¬ 
tives In the New York financial dis¬ 
trict, showed that no less than sixty 
per cent were born outside New York 
State, that no less than twenty-eight 
per cent were born in towns of 5,000 
or less, and only twenty per cent were 
born In New York City. 

The birthplaces of these men rep¬ 
resented Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Connecticut, Michigan, Mis¬ 
souri, Illinois, Maryland, Delaware, 
Vermont, Mississippi, Kentucky. Ten¬ 
nessee, Minnesota, Iowa, Florida, 
Rhode Island, North Carolina, Indi¬ 
ana, Wisconsin, Georgia, California, 
Montana, Maine, West Virginia, New 
Jersey and the District of Columbia. 

The same situation is true of the 
younger men, particularly in the 
banks. This reflects more than mere¬ 
ly the attraction of the big city for 
ambitious young men. It is the result 
of the definite purpose of New York 
banking to equip itself to perform 
most effectively its work for all the 
nation. 

A brief description of the mechan¬ 
ism of the nation’s banking system 
will make this clear. Many of the 
New York banks are bankers’ banks. 
They are great reservoirs of credit in 
which banks throughout the country 
deposit unemployed funds in New 
York. When crop needs in rural dis-! 
tricts or industrial expansion in man¬ 
ufacturing centers increase local re¬ 
quirements for money these local 
banks call in their funds from New 
York and in addition may ask the big I 
city banks for loans. 

Country banks frequently deposit 
as security the notes of their own cus¬ 
tomers, often secured, in turn, by farm 
capital such as ploughs, livestock and 
other possessions. The fifty thousand 
dollar note, for instance, of a country 
bank in a big New York bank may 
have attached, as collateral security,

If an 
egg that has spoiled has slipped by the 
candle women it is caught here. From 
this point the eggs are either frozen 
or dried. If frozen, they are placed in 
tins varying in capacity from 31 to 35 
pounds and removed to the cold stor¬ 
age room and frozen to about zero 
Fahrenheit. If the eggs are to be 
dried, they are placed on a long circu¬ 
lar belt in the drying room where all 
moisture is extracted, after which the 
powdered egg is placed in cans and 
sealed.
